To  the  Chairman  &  Councillors  of  the 
Winslow  Rural  District  Council.. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  &  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor  for 
the  year  1 961 . 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  slight  drop  from  that  of  the  previous 
year  "but  still  compares  favourably  with  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

The  Death  Rate  which  shows  a  slight  rise  on  i960  still  remains 
nearly  two  points  below  that  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  the  total  ox 
117  deaths.  Heart  and  Allied  Diseases  and  Cancer  accounted  for  83» 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a  rise  on  the  previous  year. 
There  were  three  deaths  in  this  group  of  which  two  were  uhder  the  age 
of  four  weeks. 

In  the  realm  of  Infectious  Diseases  an  epidemic  of  measles 
occurred  throughout  the  country.  In  the  Winslow  Area  110  cases  were 
notified.  Apart  from  this,  very  few  cases  were  notified. 

I  took  over  the  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of . Health 
from  Dr.  Sims-Roberts  on  the  1st  January  1962  and  I  submit  this 
report  on  his  behalf.

The  ambulance  services  in  the  proa  are  the  responsibility  of  the 
Bucks  County  Council..  Sixteen  ambulances  are  stationed  in. the. 

Borough  of  Aylesbury  for  use  in  the  town  and  surrounding  districts# 
Included  in  this  number  are  five  sitting  case  ambulances, .  The 
majority  of  long  distance  journeys  are  carried  out  by  train,  stretcher 
cases  being  accommodated  in  reserved  compartments .  All  casualty  cases 
are  dealt  with  at  the  Royal  Bucks  Hospitalo 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Bucks  County  Council® 

Infant  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  at  Great  Horwood,  Stewkley  and 
Winslow,  and  a  Mobile  Centre  visits  Mursley,  Newton  Longville, 
Shenley  and  Swanbourne.
